Maxson, had said he would reduce me 
to the ranks, and many other things, 
all implying the same thing, so I 
resigned. 


Bad for tlic Schools. 


"For a long time now there has 


been a great deal of friction, bick- 
ering and rowing in the school depart- 
ment, and this cannot have avoided 
leading to a great many tiling^ which 
I feel are bad for the best interests of 
the schools and teachers, and when 
anything is bad for the schools it is 
bad for the whole community. 


"I deplore the atmosphere that all 


this creates in the public schools of 
Reno. 
No teacher can do her best 


work or be her best self, capable of 
inspiring and leading, when m con- 
stant fear of offending those in pow- 
er over her, and it seems to me the 
trustees are hunting to find things to 
offend them—e\en trumping them up 
upon occasion. 


On I>uiigcrons Ground. 


"Naturally, all these things do not 


tend to inspire 
confidence 
in the 


teachers, be.-auss they feel that they 
are on dangerous ground all the time, 
' and are morally certain that they 
will not be backed up in their actions, 
based on their best judgment and ex- 
perience. 
Under such conditions how 


can the people expect the best'results 
froni. the schools, or the highest ef- 
ficiency of which teaohers are capa- 
ble? No teacher feels safe in her po- 
sition—no one knows where the ax 
will fall next. 


Xo Politics in School 


"A great many things have been 


done here in the 
conduct of 
the 


schools since Mr. 
Maxson 
became 


clerk of the board, which I do not 
consider fair, or right, and above all 
I do not think politics should havd 
any place in the conduct of the pub- 
lic schools 
They should be conduct- 


ed on a purely business basis, and if 
that course had been pursued all this 
quarreling and fussing would hav..- 
been avoided. 


"So far as I am concirned I shall 


make no fight against Air. Maxson in 
this matter. 
Such a course on my 


part would involve actions unthink- 
able. 


"My home, and all my interests are 


here, and although I have been teach- 
ing now for 20 years, and my heart 
Is hi the work—it is my life work—I 
snail give it up and turn my attention 
to other pussuits. 


Lifc AVork Given Up 


"It would be folly, and untruth tj 


say that I do not want to teach school 
because, as I have said, that is my 
life work, and aside from being very 
fohd of children, I take a deep inter- 
est in educational progress, and 
I 


could easily go elsewhere, and get a 
school where I could teach without 
being worried with all this fuss and 
turmoil; but I do not feel that 
I 


could content myself elsewhere, so I 
shall give up teaching and engag 
In something else." 


Although the fact that the lady 


has a grievance -was apparent inivh.it 
she said, it was also apparo.nl that 
her interest in the welfare of 
schools and the children vta-a greif, 
and her regret at the turn of affairs 
with regard to her resignation, winch 
she considers as having been forced, 
is tempered very largely by her re- 
gret for what she considers the un- 
fortunate condition of the schools. 


The Ijcttcr of -Resignation 


Mrs. Logan filed her 
resignation
